Our neighbors of the Mercury, judging 


from tbe tenor of two articles which have ap 
pearcd in that venerable journal within three 
weeks past, are tlow to believe, where such 
belief would affect facts which they do no 
wish to believe.

judges. But as to any filling up of the har- 
bor, so as to do us a permanent iujury, tbtre 
is no foundation for such an assertion, and 
we desire to propound a question to our frieh 
tJ test tlic proposition. 


Should those who have the direction of the 


affairs of the Leviathan, desire to make New 
po. t her stopping place on this side of the 
Atlantic, touid we not accommodate her 
with an abundant depth o.f water ? and can 
our contemporary, even with the niost vivid 
flight of his imagination, suppose there ever 
Sviil be a tune wi.cn our harbor will not afford 
a sufficient der-th of water and room not only 
for one Leviathan, but for hundreds.

common sensu comparison. Take a hogsheai 
or tank and fill it \yith rjloy water; wait unti 
it settles and the- water becomes clear, and you 
willfind a deposit of mud, sand or gravel 
adhering to tho bottom; draw off tho water 
and lill up again as beiorc, and tile deposite 
will be increased; if you persevere a suQicieu 
length of time, yba will find tho tank or hogs- 
head gradually fill up until it reaches the brim; 
it might take mouths^ or even yeurs, but such 
a result will be sure to follow. T-his, we 
argue, is precisely the case with our inner 
harbor. Take a boat and go out iuto the har- 
bor after any rain-storm and you will find on 
examination, that the water is thick with inud.
